DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 24 and 29 are pending. Claim 21 is currently amended. Claims 19-23, 27 and 
28 are cancelled. Claim 29 is new.

Allowable Subject Matter. 

Claims 24 and 29 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Examiner is 
unable to find prior art or any obvious combination thereof that discloses a controller 
configured, when the user requests the server to display the original data on a display of 
the terminal apparatus by inputting the document ID and the first user ID, to determine 
whether the first water-mark and the second water-mark are stored in the second 
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memory with respect to the document ID and the first user ID, to transform the original 
data into image data, to select the first water-mark as a priority with respect to the 
second water-mark when the first water-mark and the second water-mark are stored in 
the second memory with respect to the folder ID and the first user ID, to add the 
selected first water-mark to the image data, and to transmit the image data with the 
selected first water-mark to the terminal apparatus and when the first watermark is 
determined to not be store in the second memory with respect to the document ID and 
the first user ID, to obtain the folder ID of the folder which includes the original data 
associated with the document ID.
